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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and Citizens of the School 
District of Lyme: 


The financial statements, budgets and statistics of 
the School District of Lyme, together with the seven- 
teenth report of a superintendent of schools have 
been prepared and are now presented for your infor- 
mation and action. This is the eighth report in the 
series by the present author. 


Survey 


A somewhat greater attempt has been made this 
year to provide for individual differences among the 
pupils. This work can only be fully accomplished 
as it becomes possible for the teachers to give 
remedial or corrective treatment to pupils who have 
dificulty in any particular subject. Progress has 
been made. One measure of the success of the work 
of the schools is the knowledge that several of the 
pupils who have finished the eighth grade in Lyme 
and are in attendance upon high schools have shown 
commendable progress. These pupils are often 
among the high ranking pupils in the high schools 
which they are attending. One factor that is no 
doubt a contributing cause, is that the teaching corps 
in Lyme has remained so nearly intact for the past 
few years. Gains are constantly being made, al- 
though the ideal has not been reached. Teachers and 
pupils alike show a commendable interest in improv- 
ing the opportunity of the pupils to learn needful 
facts and processes. Lyme is particularly fortunate 
to have had no resignations of teachers during the 
last two years. Such continuity of effort is bound to 
result in definite gains to the pupils. 


Repairs 


It was found necessary to replace a ceiling in the 
Plain School and to provide storm windows to make 
possible better heating conditions in that building. 
Both of these improvements have satisfied a very 
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definite need. The effect to improve the toilet facil- 
ities and to provide a water supply at the Lyme Cen- 
ter School was unproductive. This was due to the 
fact that the expense entailed seemed to be greater 
than the funds available for the purpose. Action 
was postponed so that the School District as a whole 
might pass upon the desirability of providing a suf- 
ficiently large appropriation to make the needed 
improvements. The desks in the upper grade room 
at the Center have been replaced so that this room 
provides better seating conditions for the pupils and 
a much better working area for the carrying on of 
the regular school work. The toilet and water facil- 
ities at the Center School still require action. There 
is available $600 which was appropriated for this 
purpose last year. There is also in the treasury $300 
received from the sale of the Hewes School. It is 
probable that these two amounts would not be suf- 
ficient to consummate the desired improvement. It 
will require another appropriation to make it possi- 
ble to complete and carry on this work. A new 
development in flush toilet systems may make it pos- 
sible to save some expense in this particular item, but 
something around $1300 to $1500 will be required 
to complete the work. The larger amount will be 
needed if it becomes necessary to excavate for pur- 
poses of providing basement area for a substantial 
heater. The repaired ceiling and walls of the upper 
room at the Lyme Plain School will need to be re- 
decorated to place the whole room in suitable condi- 
tion, and the new storm windows will require paint. 
The Chesley School was repainted on the outside last 
year. There will need to be some improvements 
made in this building during the coming summer 
vacation. It is expected that the regular appropria- 
tion for repairs will be. sufficient to meet the other 
repair items considered as necessary this year. 


Transportation 


The action of the School Board in insisting upon 
better transportation facilities on the part of those 
who are transporting any considerable number of 
children, has resulted in very much improved con- 
veyances. There are three major routes: the one 
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from the river district, one from the Post Pond 
School and the Hewes School] areas and the one from 
_ the Stetson School district. Pupils are now conveyed 
comfortably to the school and in reasonable time. 
A more comfortable conveyance was provided also 
for the route at Lyme Center. 


With so little time necessary to have the children 
exposed to the elements, it now seems that the de- 
sires of both parents and citizens, as well as those of 
the School Board are reasonably met. There seems 
to be little reason to expect further difficulty in this 
regard, inasmuch as all conveyances are carefully 
surveyed by state officials from the Department of 
Highways and from the Department of Education. 


Budget 


It will be noted that the budget for 1936-1937 
calls for a larger appropriation than did that of 
1935-1936. This is due to several factors. Among 
these is that the item for transportation has been ex- 
ceeded on a competitive and bidding basis for the 
last two or three years. The item for high school 
tuition is dependent upon the number of pupils in 
attendance upon high schools. It should be pointed 
out that at the present time there are 51 such pupils 
for whom the town is paying tuition in other com- 
munities. This means that the cost to the town is 
and will continue to be for a few years considerably 
more than the $3000 which has been estimated for 
the past year or two. This increase may be due parti- 
ally to the fact that more pupils are attending high 
school than formerly and possibly to the fact that 
more pupils are succeeding in finishing the eighth 
grade work at a younger age. Another factor which 
was pointed out in last year’s report which would 
have some bearing on this year’s budget is the les- 
sening amount of expected balance at the end of the 
present school year. Last year a balance of $1100 
was carried forward and this year only $100. There 
is also a slight decrease in the estimated allotment 
to be paid the District as State Aid. This is not al- 
together unexpected: but does have a bearing upon 
the total amount required to be raised by taxation. 
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The attention of the citizens has been drawn to these 
items so that there will be a clearer understanding 
of the reason back of the required amount requested. 
It is hoped that for the succeeding year, 1937-1938 
that the total amount to be raised by taxation will be 
decreased. 


Grading 


Your attention has been directed previously to the 
need for better grading around the Plain School to 
avoid the area of mud and the basin for holding 
water. The area around the front of this building is 
so low that it receives some of the drainage from the 
street and the drainage from the rise of land to the 
north and east. It seems very definitely in keeping 
with the policy of the District that some positive 
action be taken to remedy this condition in the very 
near future. 


Health 


The cooperation of the Red Cross and others has 
made possible provisions for minor operations upon 
several individual pupils. A marked improvement 
in their health, in their attendance, and in their 
school work is soon evident after their return to 
school. Several pupils have received aid in the se- 
curing of necessary corrective treatment for eye con- 
ditions. The Eye Clinic at Hanover has been especi- 
ally cooperative and has carried on extensive exam- 
inations with almost no cost to the District or to the 
other agencies except that necessary for proper 
glasses. 


The community is again to be congratulated that 
it now has a resident physician. It is probable that 
through his assistance the school nurse can make her 
work more and more effective. This means that she 
will be able to refer to him such cases as require the 
active services of a physician. The splendid cooper- 
ation of all parents and citizens in connection with 
the health program is fully recognized by those who 
have the responsibility and the continued interest on 
the part of all is earnestly solicited. 
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School Libraries 


The work for which the public schools are organ- 
ized is going forward with a reasonable degree of 
success. Definite tests have been given in the 
schools, which tests indicate a good record of pro- 
gress. To maintain this type of achievement re- 
quires continuous and thoughtful consideration of all 
factors involved. It is for this reason that it has 
been necessary to purchase from time to time addi- 
tional textbooks so that pupils could have more ma- 
terial of ready access at their disposal. The Lyme 
Library has cooperated with the teachers at the 
Plain School because of their nearness to the Library 
and has rendered assistance to the other schools. 
Some of the schools have secured books from the 
State Department for reading and study in their 
several subjects. There should be a continuous plan 
for building up and enlarging the library facilities 
of each school room so that each grade will have 
certain supplementary material which will assist 
them in their actual everyday work. Books are con- 
stantly needed in the fields of general reading, geo- 
graphy, history and science in order to round 
out the complete education which the boys and girls 
are getting in our schools. The willingness of the 
community to assist in this project has helped your 
Superintendent to make a beginning. It is neces- 
sary, however, that the appropriation for Textbooks 
and Other Expenses of Instruction be continued on a 
scale such as will permit the extension of this plan. 
Several changes in textbooks will need to be made 
within the near future as some of the books have 
become so dilapidated as to be beyond repair and 
practically beyond use, but this need can be met on 
a systematic basis without adding greatly to the 
school budget. It is, after all, important that suf- 
ficient working tools be provided for the children if 
we are to expect maximum results from them in their 
educational progress. 


Recommendations 


It is interesting to note that. practically all of the 
recommendations made to the Board and citizens 
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during the past several years have met with active 
response on the part of the citizens. A review of 
these recommendations will reveal that the only 
great loss has been the lessening in the amount of 
the budget provided for the work in music. This 
semed to be unavoidable during the depression years 
but the time may soon arrive when it will be possible 
for the School District to again take up this work on 
a more sustained basis. Several items have been 
touched upon in this report which should require 
action on the part of the Board and the citizens. In 
order to bring these more specifically to the atten- 
tion of the District they are hereby made as positive 
recommendations: 


1. That the special appropriation made last year 
for improving the toilet facilities at the Center 
School be continued and made available to the 
School Board. 


2. That the fund received from the sale of the 
Hewes School be allotted to the District for use for 
the same purpose. 


3. That a fund sufficiently large to make possible 
the necessary improvements at the Center School be 
recommended by the School Board to the District for 
action at the District meeting. 

4. That definite plans be made, with the least pos- 
sible delay, for grading around the Plain School. 

5. That the reference books and supplementary 
material for the pupils in the several schools be 
added to as rapidly as appropriations permit. 

It is my special privilege again to extend to all full 
recognition of the cooperation which the schools are 
receiving from the School Board and citizens of 
Lyme. It can be stated with satisfaction that the 
combined efforts are exerting a favorable influence 
upon the boys and girls in the public schools. The 
watchword of those of us who are endeavoring to 
serve your community in the interests of the boys 
and girls is, “Upward and Onward with no retrogres- 
sion.”
